Scanning the various 
ham magazines, it looks lke most, if not all, special events are 
period as a single sation, on the air 10 celebrato (or 
commemorate) an event of history, place, time, penne, et 
We rally haven't hee around long enough tft the “normal” 
expectations of sspcial eveat.

receive our “special events” certfiate. We might set up some 
les, such as requiring maple viflubf contacts versus ony one 
If contact, since the number of EMHA members on hf is 
curreatly quite Limited. 


dea #2: We could publish « schedule of dates, for example, 
the first Sunday of each mooth beginning in April, and going 
through September with + ichodule of hf and. vhf 
frequencies. BMHA members would take to the roads on these 
dates with the purpose of making contacts with th ret of the 
tam fraternity.” The "special events” certificate would be the 
same ab described earlier. 


Either of these approaches could provide some good 
‘exposue for our BMH activities. In addition (and maybe the 
tno important aspect) we would establish some national 
‘operating frequencies where the rest ofthe bim fraternity could 
look for bike mobile activity. My experience, especially with hf 
rmobiling, is that once you're "scovered” on a band, the 
contacts come much easier, since other hams realize you are 
fective and will wolerte QRP power levels, I think Ned 
Mountain, WCAX, who ie alo Very active with hf mobiing, 
‘would concur with this observation.

Keeping in Touch — From Cape Cape 

When 1 weat out the door the parting shot fom my 
folks was the usual “Keep in touch”. And that I id, wih the 
belp of my litle ham radio. Last sping my fied Matt (not « 
tam) and T took a bike tour around Cape Cod nd Martha's 
Vineyard. My IC-2AT and 1 homebrew 2-meter groundplane 
sntenna wer aloog forthe ride, aad proved o be very valuable 
{in keeping us in touch with the "real word” daring oar five-day 
‘mission to bokily go where we had aot gone before, 

‘Due to the size ofthe cargo that we bad cary, I bad 
problems finding suitable location for an ante round to 
the bike that woulda't faterfee with panniers or cargo strapped 
tw the rack. I had’t hd time before the tip to build » suitable 
‘pole, 20 1 simply folded up » homebrew groundplane and 
‘wrought some tring 40 that I ould ois it up a andy tee a the 
‘ampites. I did not plan to tlk while actually mobil, partly 
‘because I Would be busy riding the bike, enjoying the scenery, 
‘aking pictures, ec, but mainly so that T would not drive M 
rary with the radio! The configuration worked quite well. The 
BP-S nicad battery ran out halfay through the tp, but the AA 
alkane battery case served very well forthe rest af the tp. 

‘One of ey primary wis forthe radio was to check in 
righ to the Cape Cod & Islands Traffic Net on the 147.045 
‘Yarmouth repeater to send messages home wo my dad, KAMP, 
sand let the flks now that all was well of wasn't wel, a he 
‘ase may bel After arriving at our frst campaite, a sate park at 
Sandwich, I tried to get into the ropeater, but it was not on. 
Eventually I lermed thatthe squelch on the repeater was tured 
down too low, and static was Keeping it open and timing the 
‘machine out for hours at atime. $0 mich for wading messages 
home. "However, just minutes before the net that night, the 
‘epeater was fted, and back on the ais! T passed ny mosaye 
slong, aod chated with rome of the locals afterward — always & 
00d way to lea interest and helpful things about the area.

‘The next day we rode out to Brewster, where we 
would camp forthe next tonights. I strung the asicnna up in» 
00d location when we got ther, and that night seat another 
‘message bome, While aking with some of the locals about out 
trp, Tmeationed that we planned to ride to Hyannis and ake the 
ferry over to Martha's Vineyard. However, one ofthe people in 
the conversation was driving by the Hyannis fery port right 
‘then, and he said that it was closed. Apparely the Hyannis 
ferry wns not runing as early as Apel and the only ferry tothe 
Vineyard was out of Woods Hole, way back at the oer ead of, 
the Cape. With that in mind, we replanned our route, apd cut 


short oar plans ore out to Provincetown on the tp ofthe Cape 
the next day. Instead, I rode the Cape Cod Rail Trail ut tothe 
(Cape Cod National Seashore in Eastham the next day, while 

Mat opted to tke the day completely off and save his eneepy for 
the 6O-mile ride the nextday 

"The ride to Woods Hole was very long, very busy 
with trafic, and very wet! We were uit red and glad to get 
off the bikes when we got thee to wait for dhe ferry to Martha's 
Vineyand. During the six-mile boat ride out to the island we 
regained enough energy to pedal the five miles t9 the youth 
fost. Surprisingly, the weather was absolutely beauifl on 
the island, quite the opposite of the mainland, That evening I 
tried to get to the traffic net, but was unable 10 reach the 
‘Yarmouth repeater. 1 Was unable to reach ay repeaters a all i 
fac! So I pat the radio gar away and just enjoyed the activites 
st the hosel that evening. 

‘The final day we packed the bikes one lat time and 
took the ferry back to the mainland, where our old fied the 
‘in was awating us. We rturod t te park we had stayed at 
the Fist aight, which was where Matt had lft hi truck. Allin 
all, it was x great trip, and while I did not quite exjoy every 
‘ingle minute oft, the trip as a whole was much moe fun than 1 
fad expected + and T was expecting it to be quite fan! Ham 
radio helped lt, too, oth in allowing me to keep in touch with 
‘ay folks and in puting me in touch with locals who knew more 
bout the area than we di. The HT will be standard equipment 
fn every bike tour Take From now on!

ANTENNAS 
A Sky-Scraping J-Pole 


People ask me about my 2meter J-pole It sounds 
similar to the antenna that Justin Hughes, KAIULT, described in 
the Jan ‘93 BMHA NewsLetter ~ but much sturdier. And taller! 


Fir, 1 found 1 picce of 1/16° sanles sacl sbset, 
about 4" 8", at my local body shop where they customize hot 
fod, Theat into x C-chape and dried «ole mount it on 
the reat aule opposite the derailer. Then I drilled holes for 
‘mounting the rar cargo platform andthe antenna. (Photo A)

A standard stainless steel 108° cleven-meter CB whip 
was tha installed on the C-shaped bracket. A rubber grommet 
ws installed in the antenna hole i the top ofthe C, jas incase I 
might want to someday use the whip ielf as an antenna. I 
‘rounded the base of the whip directly tothe botom ofthe C. A 
short piace of rubber tubing slipped” down over the 108° whip 
takes a nice quiet fastening point to stabilize it at the cargo 
carver with a blick cabo-te 


“The top stinger from an old base-Hadad CB whip vas 
sed as the otber part of the J-pole. After eating it to 19" 1 
bracketed it to the 108° whip with its base about 58° down from 
the top ofthe big whip and spaced about 3 1/2" from the litle 
‘whip (at critical.)

the abovementioned KATULT, my antenna was prompted by 4 
public service need: the waaual Lebanon County Workshop Bike- 
‘A-Thon for the Disabled. 

PS. After abit of experimentation, I've found that with 
the right sine wreach and a barrel connector in the coax where 
the fede joins the whip I can remove andlor re-install the 
‘antenna in just a couple of minutes. So now pling the bike in 
the ext is no problem ~ once I iad room Fr the 9-oot whip!

Road-Test: The MFJ-9020 20-meter CW Rig 

Like many other bicyelemmobile ams, am always 
looking forthe best combination of HF riglsntenaa/power supply 
With which to enjoy both hobbies to the fullest. Seeing ads Ist 
year for the new MFI-5020 QRP CW tranaceiver, I thought: 
“Hey, that would ft nicely ina pannie!” Indeed it does: The 
transceiver measures 6 x 6 1/2 % 2 1/2 inches, and the power 
supply, 6x 6 3 1/2 inches. — Aloog with dipole, staght key, 
and cables, the whole station (ready to operate, minus the 
Separate buttery charger transformer) weighs about 9 pounds. 

‘That's quite abit of » load fora long-distance touring 
cyclist, But I've found that puting everything ia front Lowrider 
‘panniers will not significandy affect the handling of your bike. 
(The smart tourist puts plenty of weight in front ~ John 
Schubert, Bikecentenial's technical editoe has writen many a 
line on this very subject.) 


Only six inches wide, the 9020 
‘easily fits in a front pannier. 


[About the radio: The MFI-9020 covers 14.00 to 
14.075 MHz, about the extent of the wable 20M CW band. 
Operation is" ultrsimple: The only controls are for power, 
volume, VFO, and RIT. The receiver is a single conversion 
superbcterodyne containing an pole crystal ladder filler inthe 
IF stage. MET claims the AGC has instant recovery upon 
receive; it certainly in one of the fastest ve ever heart on 
sei-QSK radio at this price ~ it iss a $179.9. 

‘The transmitter can tolerate 3:1 VSWR, and pats out 
shout 4.5 watts, eaily adjustable inside, tx 700 Hz sidtone is 
‘easy onthe ears. Transmit current is approx 1A at full power, 
and recive is 30 mA. Optional accesories incl plugin 
lambic Keyer and an ative audio filer. The rigs instruction 
manual is thorough and well laid out, and does't suffer 
‘translation problems. 


{Ym the kind of tourist who likes to get the most siding 
cout of every day, 0 Tdoa't do any hf uni 'm camped for the 
ight.

Intra-Aural Microphone/Earphone 

Did you ever wish tht you could pedal your bicycle 
loog snd tak canally onthe radio a the tame time? Tn an 
tari ine ("I Like Mine Best", Jan-Mar 1992 iso ofthe 
MHA ewsete), I outinad bow 1 mounted a. 1/-wav 
hotrod” antenna between my handlebars and used fit « 
speakersmike, and later a headset, 19 run eary-arpie bicycle 
‘Bobs operton on 2 meters. 


Hore is the next installment in my story. Every 
‘morning as | (bicycle) commute to work, I used 1 juggle my 
beyele, hele, and helmet out the side door ofthe garage. 
Standing astride the bicycle, 1 would strap on first the headet, 
then my helmet. Now tethered by an EXTREMELY short leah 
(dhe headset cord from my ead tothe PTT witch mounted on 
the handlcbars was only 36 inches long ~ to short to walk 
somforably beside the bicycle), I would carefilly meunt the 
bicycle, and pedal of. 


‘The 36.inch cord was just long caough to sit 
comfortably in all positions on the bicycle ~ bat just barely 
Pretty 2000, I felt hat I'd lady kill for jas bit more mobility 
‘nd ee in glting ono the bicycle while wired for radio. 


‘There had to bea better way. There wat. I saw 
20d in QST for an. intreaural microphone-carphone 
combination (srt of 4 mpeaker-ike which you sick in your 
feu). My eyes lit up as I imagined NOT having to strap the 
headset on underneath my helmet. Jus thread this con into my 
‘at AFTER mounting my bicycle and I would be on my way. 

(fT went my leter to Genesys System (the advertiser) 
and back came some answers: (*) How long wa the “tether”? 
11 meters ~ 43 inchest (*) Do you sll mailorder? NO ~ but 
‘hey mentioned that Jun's Electonics cari thir predict line, 
Off went my order. Quite soon a UPS package arived. 1 
‘eagerly tacked the package, and sooa my brand-2cw intre-aual 
rmicrophone (trademarked “EarTalk") was in my hands. 1 
cengely tid it out. 


sit perfect? No. Init eter than what I had before? 
‘Absolutly! 


First, the low points. (+) My ear canal docs’t hold 
“button” earphones very well al all ~ thie thing falls out of iy 
ea (look at Your friends ears some have « “pocket” hat holds 
{his wy of earphone, some don't. I don't. (2) Thad hoped tat 


bone conduction would preveat background noise from seping 
jn ~ 0 such luck ~ this microphone is as sensitive to 
ckground noi as the usual sort You hold ia front of your 
mouth. (*) The aio level is a tad tw, but suite copyable. (*) 
Because the microphone doesn't ft wel into my ear canal, my 
Imnsmitted audio sounds “hollow” (ibe same effect tht 2 
speakerphooe does o telephone conversation) 


Now, the high points. (*) 1 put this thing uadee my 
telnet strap and into my car, and I'm off and running in 
seconds. Dismouoting is just as easy ~ just take it out of my ear. 
No mere being “tethered” tothe bicycle ona short leash. 

() The. 43-inch cable is just enough longer than my 36-inch 
headset “tether” to be perfct. Not too moeh slack, bt perfect 
comfort in any conceivable riding position. 


Practical Considerations. 1 already have » bracket 
‘on my right brake lever to hold my PTT switch (his bracket ix 
eseribed in my earlier article). T mounted the EARTALK's 
PIT switch with the cords exiting UPWARD, and use hinder 
slip to secure them to my brake cable about 4 inches from the 
‘bake lever itself. This prevents even the mos severe bump OF 
vibration from jarring i loos, 


| use anor binder clip wo secure the EarTalk cord to 
ry helmet strap. The microphone is secure im my ear without 
this lip because of the helmet strap, but I dfiniely don't want it 
falling out and ato my front wheel. The cord is fragile enough 
‘hat twill pull apart if Leave the bieycle in a crash, so I'm not 
fai ote it tomy helmet strap. 


California aw slows you to use an earphone in one ear 
(ot both), 0 my setup is quite legal. Besa the “bution” 
carphonesiyle doesn't block bearing in that ea, Tcan hear a8 
walla before (from both cars) with the microphone in place. 


Ws not perfect, but it ail ie wonderfull

Care and Feeding of the HT 
—in Canada's Arctic Blasts 
(Eaton's note: For the lst seven years Mike Kelly has 
‘een a bike-mobile commuter. Day in, diy out, winter or 
sumer, he pedals to Otawa's Carleton University, where he's 
‘ntechnilopat inthe Dept. of Elecroncs.) 


‘oeling part of bikemobiling im winter, except 10 wars You 10 
Team jour cold-weather bikehandlig skills without the radio, 
sod with a helmet. If you've never rien a bike, don't start in 
"Decembuary"; but if you fel at eae on ice and snow, don’t let 
the cold weather stop you. 


At forty I quit... The word *cold* seems to mean diferent 
things to different people. To be specific I'm talking about 
temperatures or wind chil from 5 to -40 Centigrade ~ [23 0 - 
40 Fahrenheit]. Below -40 (where C and F ae the same) I get 
‘off the bike and walk, the wind cil being les of a problem for 
ttslow mover. 

Except forthe gloves making the controls difclt to 
‘work, the radio dosn't notice mosh difference down to $C (23 
Fi. Ifyou plan oo using the keyboard ofa handhold much, then 
‘et tome anct of an inner glove, s0 you can hit the buttons 
‘without exposing your fingers to the airstream. 1 use a pair of 
ff gloves for liners. You might want to try the sill ones in 
‘utdoor sores fortis 


Problems begin... As the temperature drops abit more, the 
LED will stop working. The sepments will freeze and “hold” 
whatever was on them at the time. You can fil change 
frequencies, check repeater inputs, ec, but remember your 
<ipla is lying. This gee confusing if You are sanning, or if 
You look fora TX ON indicator or barograph S-meter und forget 
‘hoat freeaeup. However, the freezing ofthe LCD doesn't seem 
to do any permanent damage tot 

"At about -10-C [14 F], the battery efficiency starts to 
rop off noticeably. If you have a rig tht gets hot when in 
teanemit, you can finally put that waste heat to good vse by 
puting the radio and Battery together in an insulating box. My 
Fig (Yaesu FT209R) doem't get warm like that, 10 T swap 
tatters every 20 minutes or £0, puting the cold one inside a 
few ayers of clothes. 


‘More problems... Below about -25 C -13 Fl if 'm going 
be out for more than about half un hour, 1 keep the bars on 
‘he, and run a cable aut to the radio, although I hate to he “ted 
Gown" like that. At around these temperatures, the cabling starts 
to get noticeably aifer, with the headset cable acting Uke « 
‘pushrod trying 19 move my helmet to one side. The remote PTT 
ich wants fo tick in the TX position, because the Inbricat in 
it, starts to harden like wax. (My PTT switch is a sealed 
‘magnetic reed switch from an old Keyboard. Pressing the wvitch 
moves a magnet over the contacts. A helper spring that forces 
the switch button back up solved this problem.) 


Cables crack... When it gets below about -30 C [22 F], the 
fables, which so far were ® muisance, now start to erick And 
scully break. For the headset lads, which necd the most 
feiblty, I setled on twisted pars of miniature test prod wire 
(leiden 78890). The military types around here with arctic 
perience say that cold weather coat exists, but T haven't found 
ny, s0 1's aill using RG S8/U for my antenna cable. A rght- 
‘angle connector athe radio end seems to hav Mopped mich of 
the flexing (and cracking) for now. 


Mike dies... Another problem that happens around this 
temperature, is that the microphone quits. When you tlk, oF 
breathe into the microphone, moisture from your brah ges 
through the windscreen and condenses on the diaphragm where i 
freeze and immobilizs it. The solution is the sume as for rain, 
uta waterproof barrier over the micropiooe. If feaes up 
‘myway, you are off the air until you can get the element aot 
‘only warm, but warm enough i dey ou. As winter approaches 
gan, Un starting to hisk about building «spare hase a | 
stl remember tbe time I had to stop cycling so I could holler 
ito the radio's internal microphone to tell the persona the other 
‘nd ofthe QSO why they lost my nai, 


So thats how you do it... now why would anyone want 
to bring «radio on bike in arctic temperate? ~ The same 
reason asin warm Weather, it makes the trp go faster, and if 
‘you do get into a fix, your friends ae jus call away.
